lUINOIS CITIES ARE WORST SlIfEERERS 


Tornadoes during the last three days in seven states of the mid- 
dle west and south, have killed nearly 250 persons, injured more 
than 1,200, %vrecked thousands of houses, killed hundreds of head of 
live stock and devastated many thousands of acres of growing crops, 
according to summaries early today. 


The latest in the series of tornadoes, started Sunday afternoon in 
the vicinity of "Willisville, in southeastern Illinois, swept southward 
across the Ohio river into Kentucky, down the Mississippi into Ar- 
kansas and finally veering toward Alabama, where the storm ap- 
parently spent itself. 


The dead in tlie four southern states was roughly estimated at 
'one hundred and the injured.several hundred. Wire commimication 
into the districts swept by tlie storm Sunday is demoralized and only 
meager reports of the loss of life and the property damage have been 
rcejyed. 


The destruction began last Friday in Andale, Kan., where twenty- 
six people were killed and sixty injured. 
Late Saturday a twister, 
probably the most severe of the series, struck the rich corn belt of 
central Illinois, killing fifty-four persons and injuring perhaps 500 
in Mattoon. 
At Charleston, ten miles east of Mattoon, thirty-seven 
were killed and more than 150 injured. Tlie property damage in tlie 
cities is estimated at $2,000,000. 


Another destructive storm late Saturday crossed a territory ap- 
proximately one luindred miles north of the center of Illinois, reached- 
into northern Indiana and caused the loss of a dozen lives, the injury 
of more than two hundred and a heavy property damege'.

Storm Crossfts River, 


Crossing the river, Cates Landing, 
Byersburg and the territory 
about 
Hickman felt its full force late yester- 
day and last night. 
The mining town 
of Sayre, several hundred miles to the 
south, was swept. 
A suburb of Dyers- 
burg, known as South Dyersburg, suf- 
fered 
severe 
property 
damage and 
most of the dead and injured reported 
from Dyer county were residents of 
the village. 
In Dyersburg proper four 
residences and a negro church in which 
services weie being held were demol- 
ished. 
Ambulances in Dyerville were 
inadequate to remove the injured to 
hospitals and business trucks were im- 
pressed into sei-vice. At Sharon thirty- 
five 
buildings were torn from 
their 
foundations and badly damaged. 
All 
those killed at Cates Landing wei*e ne- 
groes, while virtually all the known 
injured in that section were 
white. 
Several of the injured are reported in a 
critical condition. 
Rescue parties be- 
gan a systematic search of the storm- 
swept areas at daybreak and it was be- 
lieved that before nightfall virtually 
all of the more remote sections would 
be visited. 


Wire communication to a number of 
villages was interrupted 
today, but 
with large forces of linemen and rail- 
road employes at work communication 
gradually was being restored. 


Over Hun(lre<l Dead. 


Reports today from the devasted 
territory in the four southern states 
swept by tornadoes yesterday and last 
night place the number of dead at 103 
and the injured 
at 
more 
than 300. 
Telegraph and telephone communica- 
tions to scores of points had not been 
restored, but news trickling into the 
larger towns indicated that property 
damage was very heavj^ 
None of the 
larger cities in the territory was seri- 
ously affected by the storms. 
The tor- 
nadoes took their heaviest toll appar- 
ently in the country around Hickman, 
Ky., where forty persons were reported 
killed and more than 
fifty 
injured. 
Bardwell, Bondurant, Clinton and Ell- 
ford were among the towns reporting 
lasses. 
In Mississippi county, north- 
east Arkansas, ten dead and twenty- 
nine injured wei-e reported. 
Six were 
killed at Manila, while Burdette and 
Clear Lake reported two each. 


Big Losses of Life. 


Heavy losses also were suffered in 
Jefferson and Blount counties, Ala., 
where thirty-one killed and more than 
one himdred injured were 
reported. 
At Sayre eight were killed and- forty 
injured. 
Village Springs and Bradford, 
twenty miles north of Birmingham, re- 
ported seventeen dead and forty in- 
jured. 
Carbon Hill had four dead and 
twenty-one injured, while 
Sylacauga 
and Bibbville, each reported one dead. 
In Tennessee the storm struck in Tip- 
ton, Dyer and Carroll counties, taking 
more thfan a score of lives. 
At Cates 
Lake, six dead and twenty-one injured; 
Trezevant, four dead and ten injured; 
Antioch, two dead and twenty injured, 
and at Sharon, two dead and thirty- 
two injured.

In Mattoon the emergency committee 
in charge of relief found it necessary to 
appoint a food dictator and order restau- 
rants and hotels to cease serving meals 
to all except residents and relief workers. 
Today, however, with the departure of 
most of the uninvited gue.sti? the embargo 
was lifted and it was asserted enough 
provisions were on hand to last for sev- 
eral days. 


Charleston's Food Crisis. 


Citizens of Chahrleston, however, faced 
more of a crisi.s, but it was believed that 
before night food enough for their im- 
mediate needs also would be available. 
Officials of the state board of health, in- 
cluding a corps of njedical and sanitary 
engineers, an epidemiologist and a regis- 
trar of vital statistics, began their sur- 
veys in the wasted sections of the two 
cities, one of the first results being the 
quarantining in Illattoon of a man re- 
ported to have suffered from a contagious 
disease and an injured man who had been 
carried into his home.

If Fort Wayne were able to lay its hands 
;fcn any amount of money required to build 
^ suitable auditorium the question of high and 
Rising prices would scarcely enter. That is 
fcot the case. The city's means for the present 
ibre fixed. The sum of about $185,000 is all 
i^at remains of the money voted and out of 
i^his, if operations arc gone ahead with now, 
16 city must do everything remaining to be 
one—construct the building, equip it and pay 
!or a multitude of incidentals that add noth- 
ig material to the assembly hall. 
Under conditions that from every side were 
jtuspicious this would be too little to provide 
suitable auditorium. IJnder conditions as 
Ithey are and as they promise to become, not 
jmuch can be procured for the money now in 
Jiand. If there had been ample funds to begin 
^ t h and if the city were able out of hand to 
tnake up what the fund has been discounted 
i)y the mounting prices of materials and labor, 
ihere would be no great objection to going 
ahead with the work. The contrary is true of 
each contiQgent proposition. The fund was 
too small in the beginning, it has been heavily, 
depleted by the advancement of the cost of 
everything, and there is no way to make up 
this depletion. 


The administration cannot go ahead with 
the plans it has in mind to make its shortened 
funds reach without coming to an atrocious 
result. That is plain and the administration 
at least knows if it will not appreciate that 
tliis is true. A public assembly hall that must 
be created out of the funds now in hand will 
in no way resemble what the peoiple have had 
in mind, what they have been promised or 
what they believe they are going to get. To 
pretend anything else is to practice deception. 
iThe bids received a few weeks ago proved 
|;hat. The lowest of them was almost 100 per 
fjent higher, based on already mutilated plans 
^han the fund ^ t h which the city must pay 
{ 
or its building las matters now stand. What 
t is the admtaistration fancies can be done 
^ t h a sum eqnal to 'but half of what the low- 
it bidder has said is necessary to realize even 
le hacked-up plans upon which he bid only 
le fidministration knows. 
This-newspaper is not opposed to the audi- 
ilorixmi project. It was the first, as it has been 
liie inost steadfast of friends of that enter- 
Iprise. If there were sufficient funds available 
||o insure a decent and satisfactory result it 
yronld not offer any objection to immediate 
Ijbnilding procedures, even in the face of prices 
^ a t prevail. But the city's financial resources 
fn respect of this particular expenditure are 
¿ 0 / the present immutably fixed. The build- 
apg 
caimot be increased out of public 
' Sources at this time and the money available 
Is not enough. Moreover, this newspaper be- 
lieves the site of the building should be en- 
larged. It does not want to see any irretriev- 
lible blunders committed.

DON'T BOAST-i-BUY BONDS. 


If wishes were horses, then beggars might 
ride, and if boastings were armies we should 
swat the kaiser by the Fourth of July, have 
world-freedom won and democracy made safe 
everywhere. 
But boastings are merely— 
boastings. Since the great war, begun in Eu- 
rope three years ago, has developed a world- 
magnitude and disclosed military resources 
and fighting strength and capacities whereof 
the nations engaged did not themselves per- 
haps dream, we have abated our American 
boastfulness somewhat. There remains, how- 
ever, an inviting latitude for further improve- 
ment and the solemn consideration to reflect 
'iipon that now we have not to boast what we 
can do but the necessity to fare forth to do it. 


We are in this war, as perhaps you may 
have taken note already. We are belligerent. 
The German government is our foe. It may 
bf weU to make something of it that Qermany' 
not dlii^la;^^ bb^ gmt hm of heaH" bj? 


the fact of our belligerency. She knows that 
with America in her job is harder than with 
America out, but there is no talk of aecommio- 
dations and a square'deal. Indeed, the junk- 
ers of pan-Germanism are waging a most de- 
termined and incessant war upon the German 
chancellor for that he seems to entertain a 
i;eace which might give something back that 
has been acquired by the sword. 


We may as well face it that the war we are 
in is to be a hard war, a bloody war, a long 
war and a prodigiously costly war. While it 
falls out for us that much of the cost of it 
must inevitably come back by reason of cer- 
j tain compulsions of natural and political con- 
ditions which make our allies our great cus- 
tomers, it must be kept well in mind that our 
own government needs money — money, 
money, money all the time and ever.ywhere. 
If you get that idea, perhaps you will hos- 
pitably entertain its twin—to-wit, that you, 
Mr. American Citizen, must supply the gov- 
ernment with that needed mone3^ O, yes, 
some of it will be taken from you by subtle 
ways in an hour that ye wist not. Tariffs and 
taxes work while you sleep and when you eat 
and smoke and drink and clothe yourself in 
fine raiment against discovery of a good place 
to go. But tariffs and taxes will not produce 
all that the government needs to win the war. 
The government needs money now—this da3^ 
There is available to the government only the 
course that is open to any interest or person 
in need of money that is not in hand. The 
government must employ its credit. That is 
what the government is seeking now to do. 


The government wants to borrow money of 
you. It offers what is incontestibly the finest 
security in the world. It will pay you good 
interest for what you may lend. It will let 
your loan run for many years so that your 
non-taxed investment Avill not annoy you by 
creating necessity for hunting up a new place 
for your money to work. 


The liberty loan is the nation's appeal to its 
people to come to the aid of the country in its 
war. Let us abate all of our boastings of 
strength and courage and prowess and the 
size of our coming armies and the bigness of 
our new navy, and the genius of our people 
and the immeasurable wealth of the land and 
how hard we can fight and how long we can 
hold out and all that—and quit talking about 
smashing and go in to smash. The govern- 
ment is going to get the armies. How is it 
going to get the money to make the army 
count ? That is up to you, Mr. American Citi- 
zen, and wherever and so far as you are so, 
to you Mistress and Miss American Citizen. 


The greatest discouragement we can give 
our ioes at the outset is that the liberty loan 
has been subscribed and oversubscribed. Over 
in Europe they cherish a delusion that wc love 
our money so much that we care for nothing- 
else—neither honor nor self-respect nor any 
sort of security that can be had only by fight- 
ing. If we show them differently, if we plank 
down these billions of cash now and tell Uncle 
Sam to come on for more when that's gone, 
there will be a salutary impression in enemy 
chancelleries not calculated to prolong the 
war. 


DO YOUR BIT FOR THIS. 


The Fort Wayne district is making fine 
progress in raising its allotment of the Young 
Men's Christian association fund for work in 
the war, and there is no question that the 
amount will be raised. We should like to see 
Fort Wayne and its district do even better 
than this. Indianapolis has gone past her al- 
lotment and no doubt this will be the ease 
in all of the districts of Indiana. There is no 
reason why this should not be the case. One 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars is no great 
sum for the three millions of people in Indiana 
to contribute to a work in all ways so worlhy 
and so strong in its appeal to every good sen- 
timent and patriotic impulse. A nickel apiece 
is the per capita share. Count out the babies 
—and not all of them, at that—the beggars 
and the natural and unregenerate grouches 
who give nothing to anything, and it may run 
to a dime per head. Some will forget and 
others will be overlooked. Better make it a 
dollar and that fund will shed luster on Indi- 
ana well comporting with the record made in 
the glorious work of enlistments. No one re- 
quires reasons why the Young Men's Christian 
association work in the army should be sup- 
ported. That speaks its own reasons.

President Will Urge 
Suffrage on Congress

Washington, 
May 
23.—President 
"Wilson has convinced 
advocates of 
wopian suffrage that he is friendly to- 
ward the passage of the federal amend- 
ment. 
He would like to see it passed 
at this congress, but will not initiate 
such a movement. 
He will, however, 
push it next session. 


This is the impression gathered by 
the committee which waited on Wil- 
son, representing the progressive par- 
ty conference which recently met in 
St. Louis, and repre.senting, also, the 
prohibition socialist and woman's par- 
ties. 
The committee numbered about 
a dozen and the president talked in- 
formally and quite frankly half 
aa 
hour. 


The most important change in Pres- 
ident Wilson's attitude is his abandon- 
ment of the state-by-Btate plan. While 
admitting that his predilections ai-e 
still toward the state method, he as- 
sured his 
isitors he Is now convinced 
many things must move faster as a re- 
sult of the world war than they would 
in normal times.

women for war service It is thought 
political recognition of women as vot- 
ers is the least any government can 
give. 


With this counti-y committed to war 
for world democracy, the president ad- 
mits there is point In the claim by 
women that our iwn franchise sys- 
tem be democratized.

United States is only following In the 
wake of Great Britain and probably 
even Russia. 


The present session of congress, says 
the president, la already committed tp^ 
'the exclusive consideration of a war 
lirogram. 


At the beginning of the session the 
president held conferences with con- 
gressional leader« and agreement was 
reached that the time should be de< 
voted to passage of a few measures Uk« 
the sslectiye servie« bill, spy bill, lib- 
e r ^ 


General legislation has been put to 
one side. 
Even prohibition has found 
place only incidental to the conserva- 
tion of food. 
When this program is 
cleaned up the president expects con- 
gress to adjourn. 


As soon as the weather is cool he 
expects to call congress back for a 
second session, and at that time wom- 
an suffrage, he gives assurance, will be 
included in the administration • pro- 
gram. 


With administration support the Su- 
san B. Anthony amendment can easily 
be passed.

Their lives had become 
routine and in most instances decided- 
ly commonplace. 


Now. the mental and moral strain is 
reaching clear down to the founda- 
tions of their characters. 
The war is 
bringing out the best as well as the 
worst in them. 


If a man is already bad, the war 
may reveal more clearly his own wick- 
edness, although, on the contrary, the 
war has been the means of remaking 
many a man. 
But if a man has al- 
ready developed strong character, the 
war is likely to intensify his character. 


It is not so much what a man does 
that makes him good or bad. 
It is 
the motive back of his deeds that de- 
termines his character. 
The men in 
the trenches swear horriblj', we are 
told. 
So would you if you" were living 
and fighting as they are. 
There's no 
doubt that most of them swear, but 
they do it quite unconsciously, and 
they'll quit it when they come back 
home. 


The stories of the immorality among 
the men are undoubtedly exaggerated. 
The immorality is simply more con- 
spicuous and cruder, because the men 
are living such abnormal lives. 


The men who are immoral at the 
front were immoral before they went 
to war. 
And those who were clean- 
living before they went to war will be 
so shocked and repulsed by the raw 
life of the degenerates in the camps 
that they will come out stronger in the 
end. 


The splendid discipline In the United 
States army and navy and the moral 
influences by which our soldiers and 
sailors are surrounded should bring 
comfort to every mother whose boy 
has gone or will go to the front during 
the war.

DIRECTIONS FOR KNITTING. 


Workers for N^ivy Comfort League 
Find Rules Easy to Follow. 


There 
have been a few 
mistakes 
made by knitters for the Navy Com- 
fort League because each one did not 
have correct directions right by her 
while she was making her first con- 
tribution of 
work. 
Officers of 
the 
league have therefore requested that 
the directions be again published for 
the benefit of all knitters as well as for 
such women and girls as desire to be- 
gin work. 
Knitting, by the way. is 
one of the most fascinating of wom- 
an's handiwork, particularly when the 
work requires the use of large needles 
as the navy comfort work does. 
The 
directions follow: 


Mufflers—Cast on 50 
stitches 
or 
have enough to make 10 inches long. 
Plain knitting for 58 inches. 
Use No. 
5 celluloid needles, dark blue knitting 
yarn, two hanks. 


Wristlets—Cast on 52 stitches or by 
measure 6 inches wide. 
Knit 2, purl 2 
for 12 inches. 
Sew up, leaving 2-lnch 
space for thumb, 4 inches from the 
top; should be 12 inches long. 
Use 
No. 3 bone needles, gray knitting yarn, 
one-half hank. 


Sleeveless 
Jacket—Cast 
on 
80 
stitches. 
Knit 2, purl for 4 inches. 
Knit plain until sweater measures 23 
Inches. 
Knit 28 stitches, bind off 24 
stitches for neck. 
Knit ¿8 stitches. 
Knit 5 ridges or 
10 roAVS .on 
each 
shoulder. 
Cast on 24 stitches. 
Knit 
plain for 19 Inches. 
Purl 2; knit 2 
for 4 inches. 
Sew up sides, leaving 9 
Inches for armholes. - Use, No. 6 cel<

try to see that as much soil as possible 
adheres to the roots.

cabbage and cauliflower, it is a good 
practice to' work into the soil where 
the plants are to go, either a liberal 
quantity of thoroughly rotted m a n u r e 
or a handful of a 
good 
commercial 
fertilizer. 
Be careful that the 
lat- 
ter does not come into direct contact 
with the roots. 
The food should be 
placed so that the growing roots will 
find it quickly, and If a 
commercial 
fertilizer is used it should contain nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid and potash which 
is readily available. 


Often the a m a t e u r scores a mysteri- 
ous failure—for which he is unable to 
account by neglecting to firm the soil 
above 
his 
newly 
planted 
seed. 
It 
should be remembered that in newly 
plowed soil air spaces occur. 
A seed 
sown above .such a space is at a decided 
disadvantage, for when the new roots 
are formed they reach out to these air 
pockets and find no food—for they find 
no soil. 
The firming of the soil around 
the roots and seeds will prevent fail- 
ure f r o m this cause. 
Firm 
the 
soil 
with the back of the hoe a f t e r the seeds 
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are planted and then d r a w u p a UttM 
loose soil. 


The recent rains have beaten down 
transplanted plants, so m u c h so t h a t 
often the leaf tips are entirely covered 
with mud. 
Raise them u p gently a n d 
clean off as m u c h of the soil a s pos- 
sible 
without 
injuring 
the 
plants. 
Whenever the temperature drops pret- 
ty low and the sky is clear it wonid ba 
best to protect the tomatoes, beana, 
corn and young potatoes that have Just 
broken thr<iugh the surface. An ounce 
of protection is worth a great 
deal 
more than the cost of the plants—tor it 
your young plants are killed you m u s t 
needs purchase more plants and y o u r 
crop is retarded a week or two.

This examination 
has disclosed that there are pending 
on the formal docket of the commis- 
sion, fifty-seven cases of different kinds 
and character. 


The work of the public service com- 
mission in the past has been divided 
into the so-called formal caseS, which 
are entered and made a pjrt of the 
formal docket and which constitute the 
most important work of the commis- 
sion; second, the more or less formal 
cases which are entered on the so- 
called "adjustment" docket and dis- 
posed of largely by correspondence; 
third, inspection cases, involving prin- 
cipally the work of the railroad in- 
spection department 
of 
the public 
service commission and which are car- 
ried separately from the other two 
divisions of work. 


No effort has been made so far to 
determine the status of the so-called 
"adjustment" and Inspection cases, but 
it is estimated 
that 
the 
fifty-seven 
cases alone, which are pending on the 
formal docket of the commlstìon will 
require considerably more than a year's 
time of the entire commission and its 
staff. 


Mr. Mote has made an effort to group 
cases now pending before the commis- 
sion according to subject matter in 
Order that an analysis of the business 
before the commission may be^shown. 


Pending Cases Classified! 


There are pending altogether thirty 
cases involving proposed increases in 
freight rates; twenty-four cases 
in- 
volving suspsnslons by the commission 
in proposed advances in freight rates. 
The singular part about the suspension 
of proposed increases in freight rates 
is that in many instances rates have 
been suspended for thirty and sixty 
day periods, as permitted by law, aften 
which no further action by the public 
service commission is apparent from 
the papers on file. 


There are pending on the docket of 
the commission forty-five cases involv- 
ing orders issued by the old railroad 
commission and the public service 
commission to install block signals on 
the railroads and electric linea of In« 
diana. Théae forty-fl¥« cases involve 
practltelly tvery nillrAatf and électrie

Stcick, Bond and Franchise Cases. 
Eleven applications for authority to 
issue stocks and bonds were pending 
before the public service commission 
on May 1. 1917, besides fourteen appli- 
cations to surrender franchises; 
five 
petitions for changes in railroad clear- 
ances, and five petitions that involve 
switching rates. 


The public service commission also 
had on its docket on May 1, twenty- 
eight 
petitions 
having 
to 
do 
with 
claims; four petitions involving rates 
and service of express companies; four 
petitions for purchase and sale of pub- 
lic utilities properties; three petitions 
for side tracks; three petitions having 
to do with passenger rates, and two pe- 
titions for improved signal devices at 
crossings. 


In addition to these, there are also 
on the dockets a great many miscel- 
laneous cases which cannot be classi- 
fied. 


The public service commission ex- 
pects to devote a great deal of time to 
the coal shortage investigation and it 
may 
be several 
weeks 
before 
very 
many of the cases that were pending 
Oil May 1 can be disposed of.

ILLINOIS CITIES ARE WORST SUFFERERS 


Tornadoes during the last three days in seven states of the mid- 


dle west and south, have killed nearly 250 persons, injured more 
than 1,200, wrecked thousands of houses, killed hundreds of head of 
live stock and devastated many thousands of acres of growing crops, 
according to summaries early today. 


The latest in the scries of tornadoes, started Sunday afternoon in 


the vicinity of Willisville, in southeastern Illinois, swept southward 
across the Ohio river into Kentucky, down the Mississippi into Ar- 
kansas and finally veering toward Alabama, where the Storm ap- 
parently spent itself. 


The dead in the four southern states was roughly estimated at 


one hundred and the injured several hundred. "Wire communication 
nto the districts swept by the storm Sunday is demoralized and only 
meager reports of the loss <>f life and the property damage have been 
rcciyed. 


The destruction began last Friday in Andale, Kan., where twenty- 


six people were killed and sixty injured. Late Saturday a twister, 
jrobably the most severe of the scries, struck the rich corn belt o£ 
Bcntral Illinois, killing fifty-four persons and injuring perhaps 500 t 
n Mitttoon. At Charleston, ten miles east of Mattoon, thirty-seven 
were killed and more than 150 injured. The property damage in the 
cities is estimated at $'2,000,000. 


Another destructive storm late Saturday crossed a, territory ap- 


proximately one hundred miles nortli of the center of Illinois, reached 
uto northern Indiana and caused the loss of a dozen lives, the injury 
of more than two hundred and a heavy property damege.

Storm C'rongcs River. 


Crossing the river, Cates Landing, 


DycrsburK and tho territory about 
Hickman felt Its full force late yester- 
day and last night. Tho mining town 
of Snyre. several hundred miles to the 
south, was swept. A suburlvof Dyers- 
burR. known as South Dyersburg, suf- 
fered severe property damage and 
most of the dead and Injured reported 
from Dyer county were residents of 
the village. In Dyersburg proper four 
residences and n negro church in "which 
services were being held were demol- 
ished. Ambulances In Dyervllle were 
Inadequate to remove tho injured to 
hospitals and business trucks were Im- 
pressed into service. At Sharon thirty- 
live buildings were torn from their 
foundations and badly damaged. All 
those killed nt Cates landing were ne- 
groes, while virtually nil the known 
Injured In that section were white. 
Several of the Injured are reported in a 
critical condition. Rescue parties be- 
gan a systematic search of tho storm- 
swept arena at daybreak nnd It wa» be- 
lieved that before nightfall virtually 
nil of the more remote sections would 
be visited. 


Wire communication to a number of 


villnges was interrupted today, but 
with large forces of linemen and rail- 
road employes nt work communication 
gradually was being restored. 


Over Hundred Ocail. 


Reports today from the dcvasted 


territory In the four southern states 
swept by tornadoes yesterday and last 
night place the number ot dead at 103 
and the Injured 
at more than 300. 


Telegraph and telephone communica- 
tions to scores of points had not beon 
restored, but news trickling into the 
larger towns indicated that property 
damage was very heavy. None of the 
larger cities In the territory was seri- 
ously affected by the storms. The tor- 
nadoes took their heaviest toll appar- 
ently in the country around Hickman, 
Ky.. where forty persons were reported 
killed and moro than tifty injured. 
Bardwcll, Bondurant, Clinton and Ell- 
ford were among tho towns reporting 
lasacs. 
In Mississippi county, north- 


east Arkansas, ten dead and twenty- 
nine injured were reported. Six were 
killed at Manila, while Burdette and 
Clear Lake reported two each. 


Big Losses of Ufc. 


Heavy losses also were suffered in 


Jefferson and Blount counties. Ala., 
where thirty-one killed and more than 
one hundred injured were reported. 
At Sayre eight were killed and forty 
injured. Village Springs and Bradford, 
twenty miles north of Birmingham, re- 
ported seventeen dead and forty in- 
jured. Carbon Hill had four dead and 
twenty-one injured, while Sylacauga 
and Bibbville. each reported one dead. 
In Tennessee the storm struck in Tip- 
ton, Dyer and Carroll counties, talcing 
more tha.n a score of lives. At Cates 
Lake, six dead and twenty-one injured; 
Trexevant. four dead and ten injured; 
Antioch, two dead and twenty injured, 
a.nd 
at Sharon, two dead and thirty- 


two injured.

large proportion of the victims being 
in the Dodge Grove cemetery, itself 
storm swept. While immediate food 
needs in Charleston and Mattoon were 
provided relief committees made it 
plain that the necessity for aid still was 
vital. In both communities the storm 
centered itself largely on the homes of 
workingmen and among the five thou- 
sand homeless were hundreds who lost 
everything in the ruins. An impera- 
tive need, it was stated, is for money 
and 
for clothing, 
particularly 
for 


women and children. 
Mr. O'Connor 


asserted that it will be at least ten days 
or two weeks before many of the desti- 
tute can be put on anything like a self- 
supporting basis and that the rehabil- 
itation requires hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. The food problem became 
acute in both Mattoon and Charleston 
yesterday when thousands of sightseers 
from neighboring villages thronr^d tho 
two unprepared and devastated towna. 


In Mattoon the emergency committee 


in charge of relief 'found it necessary to 


I appoint a food dictator and order restau- 
rants and hotel? to cense serving meals 


all except residents and relief workers. 


Today, however, with the departure of 
most of the uninvited guest's the embargo 
was lifted and it was asserted enough 
srovisions were on hand to last for sev- 
:ral days. 


Charleston's Food Crisis.

ditions which make our allies our great cus- 
tomers, it must be kept well in mind that our 
own government needs money — money, 
money, money all the time and everywhere. 
If .you get that idea, perhaps you will hos- 
pitably entertain its twin—to-wit, that you, 
Mr. American Citizen, must supply the gov- 
ernment with that iieecled money. 0, yes, 
some of it will be taken from you by subtle 
ways in an hour that ye wist not. Tariffs and 
taxes work while you sleep and when you eat 
and smoke and drink and clothe yourself in 
fine raiment against discovery of a good place 
to go. But tariffs and taxes will not produce 
all that the government needs to win the war. 
The government needs money now—this day. 
There is available to the government only the 
course that is open to any interest or person 
in need of money that is not in hand. Thc 
government must employ its credit. That is 
what the government is seeking now to do. 


The government wants to borrow money of 


you. It offers what is incontestibly the finest 
security in thc world. It will pay you good 
interest for what you may lend. It will let 
your loan run for many years so that your 
non-taxed investment will not annoy you by 
creating necessity for hunting up a,new place 
for your money to work. 


The liberty loan is the nation's appeal to its 


people to come to the aid of the country in its 
war. Let us abate all of our boastings of 
strength and courage and prowess and thc 
size of our coming armies and the bigness of 
our new navy, and thc genius of our people 
and the immeasurable wealth of thc land and 
how hard we can fight and how long we can 
hold out and all that—and quit talking about 
smashing and go in to smash. Thc govern- 
ment is going to get thc armies.

DON'T BOAST—BUY BONDS. 


If wishes were horses, then beggars might

boastings. Since the great war, begun in Eu- 
rope three years ago, has developed a world- 
magnitude and disclosed military resources 
and fighting strength and capacities whereof 
the nations engaged did not themselves per- 
haps dream, we have abated our American 
boastfulness somewhat.

President Will Urge 


Suffrage on Congress 


BY GIliSON GARDNER. 


Washington. 
May 
23.—President 


Wilson has convinced advocates of 
woman suffrage that he is friendly to- 
ward the passage of the federal amend- 
ment. He would like to see it passed 
at this congress, but will not initiate 
such a movement. He will, however, 
push it next session. 


This is thc impression gathered by 


the committee which waited on Wil- 
son, representing the progressive par- 
ty conference which recently met in 
St.. Louis, and representing, also, the 
prohibition1 socialist and woman's par- 
ties. The committee numbered about 
a dozen and the president talked in- 
formally and quite frankly half an 
hour. 


The most important change In Pres- 


ident Wilson's attitude is his abandon- 
ment of the state-by-state plan. While 
admitting that his predilections are 
still toward thc state method, he as- 
sured his Isitors he is now convinced 
many 'hings must move faster as a re- 
sult of the world war than they would 
in normal times. 


With the great drafts made on 


women for war service it is thought 
political recognition of women as vot- 
ers is the least any government can 
give. 


With this country committed to war 


for world democracy, the president ad- 
mits there is point in the claim by 
women that our :>wn franchise sys- 
tem be democratized. 
In this the 


United States is only following in the 
wake of Great Britain and probably 
even Russia. 


The present session of congress, says 


the president, is already committed to 
the exclusive consideration of a war 
program. 


At the beginning of the session the 


president held conferences with con- 
gressional leaders and agreement xvas 
reached that the time should be de- 
voted to passage of a few measures like 
the selective service bill, spy -bill, lib- 
erty loan bond issue, taxation program, 
army bill, sundry civil bill and the 
river and harbor bill. 


General legislation has been put to 


one side. Even prohibition haa found 
place only incidental to the conserva- 
tion of food. 
When this program is 


cleaned up the president expects con- 
gress to adjourn. 


As soon «s the weather is cool ho 


expects to call congress back for a 
second session, and at that time wom- 
an suffrage, he gives assurance, will be 
included in the administration pro- 
gram. 


With administration support, the Su- 


san B. Anthony amendment can easily 
be passed. 


A poll shows two-thirds of the re- 


publican members of the house and 
senate are willing to vote for the 
amendment. 
The democrats 
show 


only about a third, the rest holding off 
until they get word from the president.

Now. the mental and moral strain 1« 


reaching clear down to the founda- 
tions of their characters. The war Is 
bringing out the best as well as the 
worst in them. 


If a man Is already had, the war 


may reveal more clearly his own wick- 
edness, although, on the contrary, the 
war has been the means of remaking 
many a, man. But if a man has al- 
ready developed strong character, the 
war is likely to Intensify his character. 


It is not so much what a man does 


that makes him good or bad. 
It is 


the motive back of his deeds that de- 
termines his character. The m«n in 
the trenches swear horribly, we are 
told. So would ypu if you were living 
and fighting as they are. 
There's no 


doubt that most of them awear, but 
they do it quite unconsciously, and 
they'll quit it when they come back 
home. 


The stories of the immorality among 


the men are undoubtedly .exaggerated. 
The Immorality is simply more con- 
spicuous and cruder, because the men 
are living such abnormal lives. 


The men who are immoral at the 


front were immoral before they went 
to war. 
And those who were "clean- 


living before they went to war will be 
so shocked and repulsed by the raw 
life of the degenerates In the camn% 
that they will come out stronger in the 
end. 


The splendid discipline in the United 


States army and navy and the moral 
influences by which our soldiers and 
sailors are surrounded should bring 
comfort to every mother whose boy 
has gone or will go to the front during 
the war.

Workers for Navy Comfort. League 


Find Rules Kasy to Follow. 


There have been a few 
mistakes 


made by knitters for the Navy Com- 
fort League because each one did not 
have correct directions right by her 
while she was making her first con- 
tribution ot work. 
Officers of the 


league have therefore requested that 
the directions be again published for 
the benefit of all knitters as well as for 
such women and girls as desire to be- 
gin work. 
Knitting, by the way, is 


one of the most fascinating of wom- 
an's handiwork, particularly when the 
work requires the use of large needles 
as the navy comfort work does. The 
directions follow: 


Mufflers—Cast on 50 stitches 
or 


have enough to make 10 inches long. 
Plain knitting for 5R Inches. Use No. 
5 celluloid needles, dark blue knitting 
yarn, two hanks. 


Wristlets—Cast on 52 stitches or by 


measure 6 inches wide. Knit 2, purl 2 
for 12 inches. Sow up, leaving 2-inch 
space for thumb, -1 inches from the 
top; should be 12 inches long. 
Use 


No. 3 bone needles, gray knitting yarn, 
one-half hnnk.

Knit plain until sweater measures 23 
inches.

Saccharin is a coal tar product about 
360 times as sweet as sugar, but with 
no food value, and unproved conten- 
tions that it is harmful to digestion 
had caused the sale of it to be limited 
to medicinal requirements. Saccharin 
is not a. cheap commodity, for in order 
to protect Its sugar Industry, the Ger- 
man government has set a high price 
upon the temporary substitute. 


Garden Notes for To- 


day. 


BY B. P. STONECIFER. 


A damp, cloudy day is ideal for trans- 


planting seedlings to the open field. 
Remember that in all transplanting 
operations the soil should be firmly 
packed around the roots. In lifting the 
plantlets from the seed bed, or in buy- 
ing them from the commercial grower 
try to see that as much soil as possible 
adheres to the roots. 


If transplanted on bright, sunny 


days all the plants should bo shielded 
as they are taken out to the garden. 
If the soil is dry when transplanted, 
after'setting the plant and filling up 
the hole half way, apply water liber- 
ally. When the water has been drained 
away, fill up with dry soil. 
In transplanting such plants as to- 


matoes, eggplant, peppern and even

cabbage and cauliflower. It Is a good 
practice to work Into the soil where 
the plants are to go, either a iilmral 
quantity of thoroughly rotted manure 
or a handful of a good commercial 
fertilizer. 
Be careful that the lat- 


ter does not come into direct contact 
with tho roots. 
The food should be 


placed so that the growing roots will 
find it quickly, and if a commercial 
fertilizer Is used it should contain nitro- 
gen, 
phosphoric acid and potash which 


is readily available. 


Often the amateur scores a mysteri- 


ous failure—for which he is unable to 
account by neglecting to firm the soil 
above his newly planted seed. 
It 


should be remembered that in newly 
plowed soil air spaces occur, A seed 
sown above such a space is at a decided 
disadvantage, for when the new roots 
are formed they reach out to these air 
pockets and find no food—for they find 
no soil. The firming of the soil around 
the roots and seeds will prevent fail- 
ure from this cause. Firm the soil 
with the back of the hoe after the seeds

Reorganized Commission is 


Loaded With Enough to 


Last a Year. 


Indianapolis, Ind.. May 28.—An ex- 


amination of the public service com- 
mission docket In formal cases pending 
before the commission on May 1, 1917, 
at which time the public service com- 
mission was reorganized, has just been 
completed by Carl H. Mote, secretary 
of the commission. This examination 
has disclosed that tnere are pending 
on tho formal docket of the commis- 
sion, fifty-seven cases of different kinds 
and character. 


Tho work of the public service-com- 


mission In the past hns been divided 
into the so-called formal cases, which 
are entered and made a part of the 
formal docket and which constitute the 
most Important work of the commis- 
sion; second, the more or less .formal 
cases which are entered on the so- 
called "adjustment" docket and dis- 
posed of largely by correspondence; 
third, inspection cases, involving prin- 
cipally the work of the railroad in- 
spection department 
of 
the public 


service commission and which are car- 
ried separately from the other two 
divisions of work. 
. No effort has been made so far to 
determine the status of the so-called 
"adjustment" and inspection cases, but 
it is estimated that the fifty-seven 
cases alone, which are pending on the 
formal docket of the commission will 
require considerably more than a year's 
time of the entire commission and its 
staff. 


Mr. Mote has made an effort to group 
cases now pending before the commis- 
sion according to subject matter in 
order that an analysis .of the business 
before the commission may be shown. 


Pending Cases Classified. 


There are pending altogether thirty 


eases involving proposed Increases in 
freight rates; twenty-four cases in- 
volving suspensions by the commission 
In proposed advances in freight rates. 
The singular part about the suspension 
of proposed increases in freight rates 
is that in many instances rates have 
been suspended for thirty and sixty 
day periods, as permitted by law, rifter 
which no further action by the public 
service commission is apparent from 
the papers on file. 


There are pending on the docket of 


the commission forty-five cases involv- 
ing orders Issued by the old railroad 
commission and tho public service 
commission to install block signals on 
the railroads and electric lines of In- 
diana. These forty-five cases involve 
practically every railroad and electric 
line In the State of Indiana. There 
are thirteen cases Involving the instal- 
lation of interlockers: fortv crossing 


cases involving for the most part the 
separation of grade crossings; thirty 
cases involving the character of train 
service on different roads of the stato 
and twenty-five cases Involving tha 
character of railway station facilities. 


In the field of public utilities, the 


docket of tho public service commission 
shows that there are pending at tha 
present time fifteen cases involving tha 
physical connection of telephones; 
thirty-eight telephone rate 
cases; 


twenty-one cases having to do with 
water rates; five canon having to do 
with water service; fifty-two Cases hav- 
ing to do with electric light and power 
rates: eight coses having to do with 
Electric service and five cases having 
to do with gas rates.
